Charged with obtaining $5.00 by false 
pretenses, Dr, Louis A. Ruehi and his wife, 
both well known in German circles in Chi- 
cago, were arrested last night by detectives 
from Inspector Hunt's office at their resi- 
dence at 3825 Herndon street. Both were 
taken to detective headquarters and locked 
up, despite their protests, Mrs. Ruehl being 
taken to the Harrison street annex. 

Dr. Ruehl until a few years ago was one of 
the directors of the Ruehl Bros.’ Brewing 
company and from 1898 to 1901 acted as vice 
president of the United Breweries’ associa- 
tion. 

Organizes Western Ice Concern. 

Financial difficulties with members of his 
family, according to Leo Wormser, his at- 
tourney, caused him to leave Chicago for 
Nampa, Idaho, where he organized an ice 
company. Dr. Ruehl was président of the 
company, and for two years the concern 
prospered.

Doctor Says He Old Not KIII Wite: 
lnsists He Was In City at 
Time of Murder, 


STATE HAS MANY PROBLEMS 


Physician Admits a Third Marriage, 
Then Denies It; Cousin to 
Finance Defense. 


By repudiating his twice made confession, 
Dr. H. E. Webster yesterday forced a dif- 
ficult problem upon the prosecuting officia's 
of Ogie county. 

He denied he killed Bessie Kent, whom 
he married last January, although legally 
bound to another woman, and asserted he 
could prove he was not out of Chicago whea 
she was murdered and her nude body was 
covered with leaves in a secluded gully near 
Polo, Ill. 

His reversal of attitude dumfounded 
State’s Attorney W. J. Emerson and Sheriff 
W. P. Delaney to whom he had told the 
details of the woman's death. Surprised 
by his retraction, they reviewed their case 
against him and foundgin their hands noth- 
ing but circumstantial evidence and a num- 
ber of big questions which had not been 
solved eves by the prisoger’s admissions. 
They said they would have to prepare their 
case as if starting anew ihn the quest for 
evidence. 

They knew the physician had taken steps 
to prove he was in Chicago on certain days, 
but believed he had relinquished the idea gy 
‘endeavoring to establish an alibi. They 
recognized they still had several problems 
to face in the event the confession was not 
Ladmitted in.toto as evidence, 


Problems State t Solve. 

Among the question g them were 
these: : 

What became of the worman’s clothes the 
physician said he slashed to pieces? 

Why was there only one knife wound— 
severing the jugular vein as would a sur- 
weon's operation—when the prisoner said 
he stabbed the woman severa)! times? 

What was the mysterious drug laden 
bottle the physician put in his suit case, 
acording to Bessie Kent? 

Why did Kessie Kent tell her mother 
Webster was taking her away, if she 
was “shadowing” him? 

What was the purpose of the carriage 
ride if not to create an opportunity for 
murder? 

If Webster promised his real wife, Zoe 
Varney Webster, to confess, why did he 
postpone it until he broke down under 
examination? 

These were the points of conflict raised 
between the facts and the story told by the 
prisoner while at the East Chicago avenue 
station. Those who have watched him close- 
ly assert the advice of an attorney, Francis 
Callahan, who visited him in the jai] at 
Oregon, could not alone accouw? for his 
change of manner. Theorles were davanced 
that his confession was made when he lost 
the support of powerful drugs. 


Insists He Was in Chicago. 

“Tell the truth. Why did you kill her?’ 
was asked of him a moment after he had ad- 
mitted he killed her because she would not 
obtain a divorce from im. 

*“T did not kill her,”"” emphatically camethe 
unexpected reply. 

“But you confessed and identified the 
knife.” 

“No, I did not. Isimply said I would tell 
the whole truth in court.” 

“ Does that mean you will throw yourself 
on the mercy of the court?’ 

“T mean that I will show that I was not 
out of Chicago when the woman was slain, 
ond when I prove her character all suspicion 
against me will vanish and I will be freed.” 

“Then why did you make adfhissions to 
your parents?” 

“T didn’t make any.” 

“ The police suspect you carried her clothes 
back to Chicago in your suit case.” 

“ Well, let them find them.” 


Admits Third Marriage; Denies It. 


In a similar way Webster admitted a third 


a first before he married Zoe Varney and 
Bessie Kent, and an hour later denied the 
marriage and his admission of it. 

@rnis marriage brought to light during the 
day was to Miss Mae Graff, whom he mar- 
ried at Racine, Wis., in 1904, and who 
divorced him in 1007. When they were mar- 
ried he was a student at the University of 
Chicago, paying Bis way by serving as a 
waiter at the Hollenden hotel. Miss Graff is 
the daughter of Mrs. Marie Schaub, a mil- 
liner, 6960 Princeton avenue. 2 

After her marriage she turned her earn- 
ings as a clerk over to him, but they quar- 
reled and he left her, threatening “ tfouble ” 
if she followed. She ha# remarried and ls 
living in Omaha, Neb. 

Prospect of money to aid the defense of 
Webster was promised by Mrs. Minnie Dodd 
of Newport, Neb., now visiting friends at 
1510 North LincéIn street. Her husband's 
estate, estimated at $00,000, has not been 
settled, but she said that some of it might 
go to ald the physician, who is @ second 
cousin.

SHOOT AT TROOPS 
IN RAIL RIOTING 


Strikers Mob © Mississippi 
Trains Rushed to Scenes of 
Disturbances; Strikebreak- 
ers Flee Bullets. 


BATTLE IN TEXAS FATAL, 


Outbreaks Result of Injunctions 
Secured Restraining Shop- 
men; Shootings in IIli- 
nois Fight Also. 


Jackson, Miss. Oct. 3.—[Special.]—War 
broke out between the striking Illinois Cen- 
tral shopmen and strikebreakers at McComb 
City late today. Several persons were seri- 
ously injured, one probably fatally, in an 
Interchange of shots, stones, and other mis- 
Siles. 4 3 

Gov, Noel ordered out the troops at 7:30 
o’clock tonight. Two companies were dis- 
patched to the scene on special trains. 
Others are being mobilized rapidly. Before 
morning McComb City will be patrolled by 
two companies of militia here, the 
Capital Light Guards, under Adit. Gen. 
Fridge, and companies from Brookhaven and 
Natchez As the first detachment of troops 
reached here they were fired upon by the 
strikers, who then fled. . 

4 ) 

The reports that several persons were killed 
In the rioting are widespread, yet it has been 
impossible, through the reticence of both the 
railroad officials handling the strikebreak- 
ers or the strikers themsélves, to secure veri- 
fication. 

The fight began in the afternoon when a 
special train bearing strikebreakers pulled 
into McComb City, en route for New Orleans. 
There were a hundred and more men at the 
railroad yards as the train came to @ stop. 
Some one jeered. Some one threw a brick. 
Immediately a storm of interchange if 
weapons blew up. Six hundred shots were 
fired. Bricks os the air. 


Many Shots Fired in Riots. 

Strikebreakers piled out of the cars. Some 
of theme were accused of stealing. Missiles 
were interchanged. One man was badly hurt 

The strikebreakers were herded back into 
the train and it pulied into a siding about a 
mile south of the depot. Here an hour later 
there collected another crowd of strikebreak- 
ers and sympathizers. Again the passengers 
of the special train piled out. Some one jeered 
Some one threw a brick. 
- In &@n instant the smai!l opposing armies 
bristled with weapons. Fully six hundred 
shots were interchanged. Bricks, stones, and 
coupling pins zipped through the air. The 
atrike sympathizers hid behind ties and 
ditches and fired at every window through 
which a head could be seen. The occupants 
of the coaches, well scattered, returned the 
fire Occasionally when a strikebreaker, 
bolder than the rest, raised his head above the 
danger line he could be seen to drop. 


Train Speeds in Hail of Bullets. 

The battle raged for fully twenty minutes. 
Finally the engineer in charge of the train 
made a dash for his locomotive, managed to 
get aboard while the bullets were flying thick 
about his head, opened the throttle, and 
pulled out at full speed. 

‘The train did not stop at any points south 
of McComb, going through Magnolia and 
Osyka at full speed. Realizing the gravity 
of the situation and anticipating the strikers 
would attack the machine shops, where 
eighty strikebreakers were barricaded during 
the night, citizens deserted the streets early 
in the evening. 

Residents of Magnolia say that when the 
train passed there at full speed every coach 
window was broken and no one was visible at 
the openings, the strikebreakers lying prone 
on the floof to keep from being fired on. 

Adjt. Gen. Fridge was accompanied on the 
special train leaving Jackson tonight by a 
posse of deputy United States marshals 
hastily organized by Marshal Fred W. Col- 
lins. 

These disturbances are regarded by the 
authorities there as a defiance to the sweep- 
| ing injunction issued during the day by the 
federal court. The injunction covers the 
entire state, and restrains the strikers from 
interfering in any way with the operation 


of the railroad. 


MAN KILLED IN TEXAS. 

Death became a factor of the strike on the 
Harriman lines yesterday when J. J Pipes. a 
special officer, was shot and killed at Houston, 
Tex.. while he was conducting a party of offi- 
cers and strikebreakers from a train intothe 
shops of the Southern Pacific railroad. H. 8. 
Sisk and S. B. Crockett, other special offi- 
cers of the party, were shot and dangerously 
wounded. 

The shooting was followed by a close in 
struggle between the officers and the strik- 
ere, in which revolvers, Knives, stones, and 
clubs were used for weapons During the 
méiée Gordon Knights, a special guard, was 
stabbed in the neck. His condition was re- 
ported to be serious. Riot calls were turned 
in to the Houston police stations, but the 
strikers had disappeared when the bluecoats 
arrived. ; 

Shot by Illinois Strikebreaker. 

Robert Mitchell, an Mlinois Central switch- 
man, was shot and probably fataly wounded 
at Mounds, Ill., by a strikebreaker who had 
been discharged for incompetency. Mitchell 
engaged in a controversy with the man, who 
had been employed as a macbinist. Without 
warning the strikebreaker drew 4 revolver 
and began firing. One bullet went through 
Mitchell's body. — 

Soon after the trouble at Mounds the Illinois 
Central obtained an injunction in the United 
States District court for the Eastern District 
of Illinois. The order is directed against the 
strikers and strike sympathizers, restraining 
them from interfering in any way with the 
conduct of the company’s business,

written in long hand. It was signed on Oct. 
12, 1800, 
Pistributed Wealth by Gifts. 

Mrs. Allen was not in court, proof of death 
being given by C. C. Allen, her son, and the 
signature of the will belng proved by Georges 
Nicoll of St. Louis, Mo., a witness. Before 
the will was admitted, the heirs, other than 
the , signed a formal waiver as to 


notices of probate. 

When tlie will was drawn Mr. Allen was 
worth only a few thousand dollars,-but later 
be made provision for his children, setting 
aside a part of the estate for each of them. 
These gifts are in no way taken into consider- 
ation in the estate to be administered under 
the will. : 

In the petition, the executrix states that 
her husband left. real estate in Pleasant 

e (the Allen country home) valued at 
$45,000, and the homestead in Kenosha. This 
sot valuéa, but it is worth about $35,000. 


Testator Left Few Debts. 

The estate is made up dlmost entirely of 
personal property in deposit vaults in Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee, and Kenosha, the value of 
the personal estate is placed by the petition 
as between 4,000,000 and $5,000,000, 

The attorneys for the estate admif that the 
property has been placed at the par value and 
probably the inventory will show a much 
larger value for the estate. No effort was 
made to prepare an inventory, but it was 
said that nearly all the holdings were of the 
highest grade.

Cemeteries and Burial Directors Plan 
Injunction Fight, 


Funerals passing through or entering For- 
est Park are expected to pay for auto busses 
to convey the residents of the village to and 
from Chicago. 

Forest Park is “ broke,” according t9 
President H. J. Mohr of the village board. 
But it expects the new ordinance which 
taxes undertakers from $4 to $20 a vehicte 
for the privilege of passing through the 
village streets to any one of five cemeteries 
will enable it to ignore street cars and ride 
around in “* big machines,’ 

“We have found aA way and that is all 
there is to it,”” President Mohr said in ex- 
pressing the sentiments of the board. “ We 
are going to collect the money. - We are 
‘broke’ now, but the ordinance will be en- 
forced to the letter just as soon as the ten 
Gays’ grace allowed has elapsed. 

“TI hear the undertakers are vusy conault- 
ing lawyers, but it won't do them any good. 
They'll find that there is @ state law which 
permits us to charge a vehicle tax. 


Won't Stop Hearses on Way to Graves 
“Injunction? I guess not. There isn't 
going tobe any. They'll simply have to come 
through. They can't reach Mount Carmel, 
Forest Home, Waldheim, Altenheim, or Con- 
cordia without using our streets. And al] 
the beer wagons and grocery wagons and 
have to pay up too. Four million, more or 
less, of Chicago rigs use our streets. 
“Why,” Prersiden§ Mohr went on with 
rising enthusiasm, ‘“‘we’ll have money enough 
to buy big machines to take us to Chicago 
and back.

Counsel for the Pacific States 
Telephone and Telegraph company filed. a 
brief with the court attacking a taxing law of 
Oregon because it was enacted.by virtue of 
the initiative amendment to the state con- 
stitution, which is alleged to be in violation 
of the federal constitution. - 
It is urged first that the failure of the 
compan y to have a hearing before the raising 
of its taxes by the initiative method placed 
the telephone company at a disadvantage 
with others taxed after beiné heard by the 
state legislature. In thie way, it was claimed, 
equal protection of the laws was denied it. 
The initiative amendment and the Oregon 
tax*were denounced as violative of the right 
of @ republican form of government, which | 
was guaranteed by the federal constitution. 
Gov. Woodrow Wilson of New Jersey -was 
quoted: a8 saying that a government must 
have its lawmaking body, as “it can no 
more make igw through its voters than it can

| Bishop Suffragan. 
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addhdeacon William E. Toll was made Epis- 
copal bishop suffragan of the Chicago dio- 
cese yesterday. He received fifty-three of 
the eighty votes cast by the’ clergy in con- 
vention at the Cathedral of SS.

“If I die and Magdaline Mves I hereby 
bequeath to her my entire estate on condi- 
tion that she enter a cenvent and néver 
marry,’’ Walker wrote. * His estate is valued 
at between $7,000 and $10,000. 

‘* But if she lives ana decides to accept the 
attentions of other suitors. I hereby limit the 
above bequest to $3,000,"' the jealous lover 
then penned. And finally: 

‘** If we both die bury us ir the same grave.” 

A letter accompanied the will and both 
were sealedin a large envelope and addressea 
to Miss Komp’s parents. Walker wrote the 
will and the letter only an hour or two be- 
fore he shot the girl and himself. He ex- 
plained in the letter that he was unable to 
have the will witnessed in legal form, for 
the obvious reason that to do so would 
cause his purpose to become known and pre- 
vent the shooting. 

Miss Komp is only 16 years old and is a 
strikingly beautiful girl. Three months ago 
Walker came from Lancaster, Wis., to Dav- 
enporf, across the river from Rock Island.

TRIAL OF CHICAGO PACKERS

Gentleman was taken tothe penitentiary at

giary and sentenced to from one to five years 
before he was convicted of participating in 
the assaulton Bell. His sentence for his sec- 
ond crime, therefore, will begin when he has 
completed his sentence for the other, 


| Three Given Liberty.
